vies after the Ordinance expires ; 'How cruelly rhey raiſe che 
rwentieth and fifth part upon the well-affefed, exercifing an

_ farhigher chanever Strafford or Canterbury durſt adviſe the King 
ro ; how ignorantly and unjuſtly they exerciſe a power to hear

if any-man bur ſpeak of calling them to give an account,they pre- 
ſently yore him a Delinquent, and Sequeſter him. Tfany man, 
I ſay, be ſodeaf as not to hear the loud univerſal out-erying of 
the People, ſo great a ſtranger in our Iſrael as not to know theſe 
cruths;let him peruſe M, Edward Kings diſcovery of the atbitra- 
ry actions of the Committee of L:1ncoly, and the heads of 
Grievances of Glamorganſoire, printed 1647. where he may ſee 
theſe things briefly Epicomized ; but to Hiſtorize them at large 
would require a volume as big as the Book of Martyrs.

the people : like ill-natured Children, they have gotten a gay 
thing, and muſt do miſchief with ic. And for farther magnifying

What Hiſtorian can find a method in ſo uni- 
verſal a Chaos ? can draw light out of ſo palpable a darknels? 
Beſides, I foreſee my reward to be envy, hatred, malice, con- 
tempt, ſ]landers,ſequettration, beggery,impriſonment,andat laſ 
an Arbitrary death without any legal Trial, proceedings, Jury, 
Judges, or Court, or any known eſtabliſhed Law to judge by

' demtly dejtrudtive to your own and the peoples juſt Kights andLiberties, 
«fothing can be more. .

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And for Compaſſing whereof , you know they have long, ſince diſs 
ſolved the Agitators , and erefied a Councel amongit themſelves by 
which they have moulded the Parliament and a Councel of State ty 
their own wills ; both which , are to be as a ſcreen between the Fes. 
ple and your Grandees , to make the world beleeve , they do nothin 
but by Order of Parliament, and Councel of State, when they order 
all things themſelves; and indeed are confederated together to defend 
aud prot e& each others in their defrauding and enſlaving theCommun. 
wealth, | 

Thy they have long aimed at, but cannot poſſibly effef it, until they 
reduce the Army to a ſcrvile and baſe temper , which they havebeen 
labouring to bring to paſs a long time; as by picking quarrels with moſt 
Officers and Souldiers , that have manifejied any ſenſe of Common 
Right, and ſo vexing them , and wearying them out of Troops and 
Companyes. And(you know )they have been. mure than once disbanding 
twenty of @ Trop, upon pretence of eaſing the publick charge; all their 
miſchief being ever done, after eitMr failing and prayer,vr upon ſome 
very ſpecious pretence;. but the care and reſolution of the honeft Off- 
Cers and youldiers ever prevented thy. © 

But now the buſineſs for Ireland (ir ſeems ) muſt do the deed; that 
being a ſervice that muſt be preferred before the ſetling of the Liber- 
ties and Freedoms of ths Nation; and all that are not for this 
ſervice muſt be eſteemed no better than Enemies and Traitors; and 
therefore an Ahab-like Faſt goeth before the Lots are Caſt : And 
Col.Hewſon falls to work and disbands all thoſe Souldiers and Of- 
ficers that refuſed to ingage for the ſcrvice of Ireland before the Li- 
d thigh of England ( which we never trod under f.ot ) be reſtored to 
the people. 

The Ly of this being to be a leading caſe to all other Kegiments both 
Horſe and Fot ; not that they certainly intend for Ireland , but by 
ſuch means to he rid of all ſuch as are apt to deſire to be ſatuficd in

And being rid of this kind of Officers and Souldiers,then to fill the 
Regiments as this Hewſon doth, withſuch ignorant, needy, or ſervile 
men,as theſe miſerable times (through loſs of Trade ) have vegutten. 
And this being dune , then ty make more jiritt enquiry after Fa

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fart of People 11 the Army,and all other places, ſuppreſsmeetings,aud 
if that willnot do, then to diſarm all from whom they ſuſped the leaſt 
_ repining or oppoſition. 

And therefore all thoſe Officers and Souldiers, and all people in all 
laces are Ccmcerned ina very high naturve,even as much as the freedom 
of the Nation is worth ; yea, as they tender the good of their Woes, 
Chilren, Families an4 Pofterity, to venturethcir lives and all they 
| bave to maks oppoſition again this the greateſt miſchief that ever was 
attempted , the greate/t Treaſon that ever was committed againſt the 
liberties of the People; and not to ſtand any longer in a mix-maze be- 
tw:.nh.pe and fear; for if this deſign take place, your great Officers 
md their Confederates in Parliament and Councel of State , will be 
ſo many Kings , Princes, and Lords, and your ſelves, and all the 
p.op'e their Slaves and V aſſals. | 


Therefore keep every man his place and poſt, and ſtir not, but im-. 
mediately chuſe you @ Councel of Agitators once more to judge of theſe 


thigs; without which we ſhall never ſee a new Parliament, or ever be 
quir ef theſe intolerable burdens,oppreſſions,and cruelties,by which the 
people are like to be beggered and deftroyed.

This word . (or athermiſe, &c,) gives them power to ex- 
amine witneſſes withour oath (if they cannot procure wit- 
neſſes ſo far the Sons of Be/zaly and cauteriſed in conicfence 
as to adventure upon an oath) even in cafe of life and death, 
and mutilation of Members ; contrary to the current of all 
our Lawes and practiſe of all our Courts of Law, end of 
all Nations.

Where 4o. or 50.Anabaptillical Mem- 
bers, the Dregs and lees nf the Houſe of Commons, after all 
the belt and fhncere(t (7,parts of 8,) had been racked and 
rged out at the Bunghole by ( romwel the Brauer and Pride 
is Drayman ſhall bz called the Reaſon and Law of the 
L:nd. This confirmes the ernch of what King Charles I, Ob- 
jz&ed to the Parliamenc (whereof I have formerly ſpoken) 
That they diſpoſed of the Subjeits Lives and Fortunes, by their 
ann Votes, againſt the known Laws of the Land, But. that there 
ſhould be no Appeal to their declared Soveraign Lord the 
People, from their ſubordinate Truſtees in Parliament is 
wonderful ; conſidering that in all Governments the laſt Ap.

Jac, Have taken (as well as others) che Legall Oaths 
of Allegeance, Obedience and Supremacy to the Kg his 
Hrires and Lawfull Succeſſors, impoſed upon me by lawfull 
Auho:ity, and from which no power on Earth can abſolve 
me: and ſo much arcelt in ebe Oath of Supremacy, And 
how | ſhould now come (after the New Moduling of the

affairs, by the re-aſſembling you at the helme 
of Government , yet we conceive that we are 
but in part redreft of our grievinces, and 
that the chief expediem to amend the whole, 
will be the recalling all thoſe Members that 
were ſecluded in 1648.
